Those  Mormons  say  we’re  the  mark  of 
Cain  and  that  we  can’t  go  to  heaven  because 


we’re  black.  Man,  1 just  don’t  want  to 
associate  with  those  people  in  any  way 

According  to  Mike  Elvitsky,  sports  editor 
of  the  San  Jose  State  College  Spartan  Daily, 
there  is  some  reason  to  fear  a general 
boycott  of  Black  athletes  at  San  Jose  State. 
“There  are  seven  Black  players  on  the 
football  team.  Most  see  considerable  action 
and  their  absence  would  probably  have  a 
severe  effect,”  said  Elvitsky. 

Asked  to  comment  about  the  problem, 
BYU  Dean  of  Students  J.  Elliot  Cameron 
said  as  far  as  he  knew  the  game  was  still  on. 
Dean  Cameron  said  he  had  spoken  with  the 
dean  at  San  Jose  State  and  at  that  time,  “he 
knew  of  no  problems.”

Experimental  School  Planned

An  “experimental  university”  is 
in  the  making  for  BYU. 

The  university,  or  “student 
college,”  would  be  similar  to  the 
University  of  Utah’s  Free 
University,  and  would  be 
non-tuition  and  non-credit. 

“Because  of  the  nature  of 
modern  higher  education  in  the 
United  States,  many  students  are 
unable  to  venture  into  interesting 
areas  outside  their  major  field,” 
commented  Brian  Walton,  ASBYU 
Attorney  General  and  executive 
assistant,  in  announcing  the  plans 
for  the  college.  “This  idea  would 
partially  rectify  that  situation.” 

“At  the  University  of  Utah, 
classes  are  taught  in  a number  of 
areas,  some  covered  in  other  credit 


classes  and  some  not,”  Walton 
explained. 

“Capable  faculty  members 
volunteer  to  teach  the  courses  in 
order  that  students  who  were 
unable  to  fit  a class  into  their 
schedule  or  cannot  afford  the 
money  or  time  to  take  another 
class  can  nevertheless  broaden  their 
interests. 

“We  have  studied  the  idea  from 
many  angles,  and  feel  it  is  possible 
to  establish  such  a university  here 
at  BYU,”  the  British  sociology 
major  continued. 


We’re  hoping  to  arouse 
sufficient  interest  within  the 
student  body  and  the  faculty  to 
begin  the  college  during  spring 
semester,”  he  went  on.  “Courses 
would  last  about  10  weeks,  and 
would  be  taught  for  one  or  two 
hours  a week  in  the  evening  or  on 
Saturday.”

ASBYU  Cabinet  Hangs  By  Thread 


The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  ruled  Thursday  that 
legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  the  executive 
council,  and  that  all  legislation  enacted  by  the  cabinet 
is  "null  and  void.” 

Chief  Justice  Steve  Gulbrandsen  told  the 
UNIVERSE  its  decision  does  not  mean  the  cabinet  is 
excluded  from  a significant  role  in  student 
government.  He  mentioned  several  ways  in  which  the 
cabinet  can  influence  legislative  action. 

First,  the  cabinet  may  Initiate  legislation  according 
to  the  provisions  of  Article  II.  Section  I,  Subsection 
A,  Paragraph  3 of  the  constitution. 

Second,  the  constitution  and  previous  practice 
indicate  the  cabinet  exists  as  a representative  body  of 
student  interests  to  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  to 
the  student  body  president,  and  to  aid  in  the 
correlative  efforts  of  student  government. 


Since  the  power  to  legislate  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  executive  council.  Is  it  possible  that  the  officers  of 
the  classes,  AWS  and  AMS  who  were  members  of  the 
cabinet  will  influence  legislation  to  any  great  extent? 

In  order  for  the  cabinet  to  have  a meaningful  voice 
in  student  government,  ASBYU  President  Grant 
Richards  must  take  real  care  in  considering  opinions 
expressed  by  members  of  the  cabinet. 

He  should  also  delegate  certain  powers  and 
authorities  to  these  offices  in  order  to  keep  them 
functional,  while  maintaining  a feeling  of  good  will 
among  the  cabinet  members. 

If  Richards  fails  to  do  this,  then  the  functions  of 
many  cabinet  members  will  become  virtually 
meaningless  and  the  offices  will  degenerate  until  they 
cease  to  exist.

FAIL  SAFE 

Editor: 

I should  like  to  comment  on  the 
recently  shown  movie  “Fail  Safe,” 
since  I have  done  about  16 
months  research  on  nuclear 
posture. 

The  basic  premise,  that  a group 
of  U.S.  bombers  could  be 
launched  against  the  Soviet  Union 
by  mechanical  failure,  is  such  a 
remote  possibility  that,  to  make  it 
seem  not  only  credible,  but 
probable,  the  authors 
oversimplified  the  Positive 
Controm  System  (PCS),  to  the 
point  of  intellectual  dishonesty. 

Although  the  details  of  the 
actual  system  are  classified  to 
prevent  unauthorized  tampering, 
enough  has  been  said  about  the 
system  to  draw  some  general 
conclusions.  The  PCS  has  been 
described  as  having  more 
accident-preventive  “safeguards” 
than  any  other  electronic  system 
in  existence.  The  systems  aboard 


manned  U.S.  spacecraft,  then,  are 
less  “safeguarded.”  Spacecraft 
systems  are  usually  present  in 
triplicate— one  “main”  system  and 
two  “back-up”  systems.  All  three 
systems  must  agree  with  each 
other  before  any  action  can  occur. 
In  addition,  some  of  the  most 
vital  systems  have  each  of  the 
three  systems  composed  of  three 
suh-systems  each  of  which  must 
agree  before  action  can  be 
initiated. 

From  this,  then,  we  know  that 
PCS  consists  of  at  least  three 
master  systems,  all  of  which  must 
agree  before  the  “Go”  code  is 
given.  Each  of  these  master 
systems  is  composed  of  three 
sub-systems  which  must  agree 
before  that  particular  master 
system  can  send  a “Go”  signal. 
The  chances  against  identical 
simultaneous  malfunctions 
occurring  in  nine  different 
systems  at  exactly  the  same  time 
(which  would  be  necessary  to 
start  an  accidental  war)  are  truly 
astronomical.  I would  remind  you 
that  this  is  the  MINIMAL  system. 
Indications  from  those  who  have 
worked  with  and  on  the  system 
indicate  that  it  is  much,  much 
more  complex.  In  fact,  some  of 
these  persons  have  gone  on  record 
as  saying  that  we  have  put  so 
many  “safeguards”  on  our  nuclear 
weapons  that  they  doubt  that 
they  could  ever  be  used,  even  if 
they  were  needed  to  retaliate:  I 
could  go  on  for  many  more  pages 
and  still  not  list  all  of  the 
technical  and  cinematographic 
errois  in  the  film.  It  was  a very 
poorly  done  piece  of  emotional 
prop^anda  for  unilateral  nuclear 
disarmament.  Bertrand  Russel,  Dr. 
Spock,  and  company  couldn’t 
have  done  a better  distortion  job.

A potpourri  of  impressions  and  a 
light,  airy  narrative  compose  the 
record  left  by  the  1968  Semester  in 
Jerusalem  crew. 

The  diary,  authored  by  Meredith 
Embry,  relates  the  experience  of 
20  BYU  students  who,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Travel-Study 
program,  spent  a spring  semester 
studying  the  religious  history  and 
culture  of  Israel. 

Led  by  Dr.  Daniel  H.  Ludlow, 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Religious 
Instruction,  the  group  departed 
from  Salt  Lake  Airport  on  Jan.  28, 
1968  for  Paris.  From  Paris  the 
group  flew  to  Cairo,  Egypt. 

‘‘We  woke  up  in  Cairo  to  our  first 
strains  of  the  Massawadi  Rock  and 
the  five-o’clock  Jangle  of  horse 
carts.  We  are  in  the  Lotus  Hotel~a 
true  blossom  if  you  aren’t  afraid  of 
Arab  labyrinths.  One  never  knows 
what  will  crawl  out  from  under  his 
Soviet-surplus  army  cot  nor  from 
which  continent  comes  the 
continental  breakfast.” 

While  in  Egypt,  the  group  also 
visited  the  Valley  of  the  Kings  near 
Luxor -the  area  where  the  Pearl  of 
Great  Price  manuscripts  were  first 
discovered  in  a tomb. 

Next  stop  included  Amman, 
Jordan;  Beirut,  Lebanon;  and 
Nicosia,  Cyprus.  After  a week  of 
touring,  the  group  scrambled  off 
the  El  A1  Airplane  and  onto  Israeli 
soil.  “People  are  really  speaking 
Hebrew,”  Miss  Embry  mused,  “But 
Tel  Aviv  looks  American-just  like 
a big  city.” 

While  in  Jerusalem,  the  group  set 
up  permanent  housekeeping  at  the 
Ritz  Hotel  in  East  Jerusalem.  This 


eastern  section  was  Arabic,  which 
meant  that  to  attend  Hebrew 
classes  at  Bet  Ha’am,  the  group 
traveled  by  foot  to  the  Western 
sector  where  the  Israelis  lived. 

It  was  only  a matter  of  a few  days 
before  the  group  began  to  feel  the 
tension  which  had  been  left  in  the 
wake  of  the  6-day  war  the  previous 
June. 

“We  are  b^inning  to  wonder 
about  war.  Moshe  Dayan  addressed 
the  Knesset  (the  Israeli  Parliament) 
and  explained  that  Israel  will 
attack  Jordan  if  Jordan  exhibits 
any  further  act  of  aggression.  There 
has  also  been  fighting  with 
Egyptians  in  the  south.  Hopefully, 
this  news  will  be  played  down  in 
the  United  States  so  that  we  will 
not  be  called  home,”  Miss  Embry 
writes. 

Soon  Israel’s  internal  problems 
became  the  group’s  own.  When  the 
Soviet  Embassy  in  Washington  was 
bombed  and  the  gold  market 
closed,  these  affairs  seemed 
“distant.”  Not  so  distant  were  the 
events  of  March  6,  when  two 
explosions  ripped  through  a 
building  adjacent  to  the  hotel.  It 
was  discovered  that  the  destruction 
was  the  Israli  government’s 
promised  payment  to  an  “El 
Fatah’’  (Arab  terrorist  group) 
member. 

“In  Jerusalem,”  related  Dr. 
Ludlow  in  a recent  interview,  “The 
anti-American  sentiment  is  not  as 
noticeable  as  in  Egypt  and  Jordan. 
In  those  countries,  the  Egyptians 
and  Jordanians  have  heard  only 
one  side  of  the  war,  and  are 
convinced  that  U.S.  planes  were 
involved  in  the  bombing  raids.” 

He  does  not  feel  that  the 
continuing  conflict  can  be  blamed 
on  any  single  side,  but  that  the 
centuries  of  resentment  and 
upheaval  have  resulted  in  general 
lack  of  cooperation  on  both  sides.

running  attack  aided  greatly  by 
some  of  the  finest  blocking  of  the 
year  turned  the  trick  for  the  Cats 
and  eased  the  winless  Lobos  into 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference 
cellar. 

The  cat  gridders  envisioned 
Albuquerque  as  an  oasis  in  the 
middle  of  a desert,  as  they  released 
all  their  season’s  frustrations  on  the 
hapless  Lobos  and  unveiled  a 
potent  running  attack  led  by  Rick 
Jones,  Chris  Reading,  Ron  Wakley 
and  Tom  Rippee. 

BYU’s  quarterback  option 
rollout,  mastered  by  Rick  Jones, 
proved  devastatingly  effective  for 
the  Mountain  Cats,  as  they 
confused  the  Lobo  defense  and 
allowed  Jones  to  pile  up  76  yards 
rushing,  followed  by  Reading, 
Wakley,  and  Rippee  with  59,  57 
and  54  yards  respectively. 

Five  New  Mexico  fumbles  and 
two  errant  passes  were  picked  up 
by  alert  Cougar  defenders,  as  the 
Pumas  usually  potent  defense 
helped  to  sink  the  Lobos. 

Mountain  Cat  scoring  efforts 
were  stalled  several  times,  as 
Wakley  ran  59  yards  on  BYU’s  first 
play  from  scrimmage  to  the  Lobo 
20,  only  to  have  the  play  called 
back  due  to  a penalty.  The  Puma 
defense  held  on  after  the  original 
drive  failed  and  a stirring  punt 
return  by  Chris  Farasopoulos 
spurred  a Cougar  drive  to  the  New 
Mexico  four-yard  line. 

Another  penalty  and  an 
intercepted  BYU  pass  in  the  end 
zone  forced  the  Cougars  to  give  up 
the  ball,  but  when  Farasopoulos 
fell  on  a New  Mexico  bobble  on  the 
Lobo  33-yard  line,  the  Cougars 
smelled  paydirt  and  could  not  be 
denied. 

A short  second  quarter  Lobo 
punt,  precluded  a 56-yard  drive  by 
the  Cougars,  highlighted  by  a 
36-yard  touchdown  run  by 
sophomore  fullback  Chris  Reading.

As  a result  of  the  sloppy  work  of 
the  booking  agency,  one 
Homecoming  assembly  in  a village 
was  canceled  and  people  were 
unhappy  all  week. 


“The  cast  thrilled  at  the  response 
of  the  Indians  to  the  Sounds  of 
Freedom  show,’’  commented 
director  Jerry  Jaccard. 

“The  performances  were  done 
well  despite  the  arduous 
journey— the  love  and  appreciation 
that  the  cast  gained  for  the  Indian 
people  made  it  all  worth  while,”  he 
continued.  “Especially  exciting 
was  the  chance  to  share  with  the 
Indian  people  information  on  the 
opportunities  that  BYU  offers 
their  people.” 

During  the  week-long 
entertainment  tour  that  included 
14  shows  in  1 3 cities,  the  “Sounds” 
cast  left  every  show  amid  ovations. 

Cast  member  Wilfred  Numkena, 
a Ho pi  Indian,  won  the  affection  of 


all  the  audiences.  Numkena  sang 
“Go,  My  Son,”  a song  written  by 
BYU  Indian  students.  The  song’s 
message  is  “go,  my  son,  and  get  an 
education.’’  It  was  especially 
effective  in  getting  the  young 
Indian  students  enthused  over  the 
BYU  Indian  Education  Program. 

Several  thousand  persons 
watched  the  38  entertainers  as  they 
sang  at  the  Phoenix  Indian  School, 
(one  of  the  country’s  largest),  and 
at  various  high  schools,  LDS  stake 
centers  and  hotels  in  New  Mexico, 
Utah  and  Arizona.

Mrs.  Klea  Worsley,  the  grA 
faculty  adviser,  “was  how  th« 
touched  the  audiences  and  rec«

LONDON  (AP)  - British 
financial  experts  generally  agreed 
Sunday  that  President  Charles  de 
Gaulle’s  refusal  to  devalue  the 
French  franc  has  aggravated  the 
international  monetary  crisis. 

One  influential  commentator 
said  the  French  leader  even  seems 
ready  to  bring  the  world  financial 
structure  crashing  down  in  ruins. 

Now  the  key  to  ending  chaos  in 
the  money  markets,  according  to 
some  British  analysts,  lies  in  action

Starts  Drive 

ST.  LOUIS  (AP)  ~ Leaders  of 
the  New  Democratic  Coalition 
NDC  met  Sunday  to  organize  a 
national  drive  for  reforming  the 
Democratic  party  amid  some 
confusion  over  whether  the  bulk  of 
their  efforts  would  be  directed  on 
national  or  state  levels. 

Paul  Schrade,  West  Coast 
regional  director  of  the  United 
Auto  Workers  Union  who  was 
elected  one  of  two  co-chairmen  of 
the  coalition’s  steering  committee, 
said  their  purpose  “is  to  bring 
about  a national  organization  of 
liberal  and  progressive  forces  in  the 
Democratic  party.” 

He  told  a news  conference  after  a 
morning  meeting  that  the  coalition 
would  concentrate  on  “those 
groups  normally  left  out  of  the 
Democratic  party,”  such  as  the 
poor,  the  black,  Mexican-Ameri- 
cans  and  other  minority  groups. 

Schrade  said  organization  of  the 
coalition  should  be  “open  and 
somewhat  flexible.” 


by  Washington  to  defend  gold  and 
the  dollar. 

A rush  by  speculators  and 
businessmen  to  get  out  of  francs, 
pounds  and  dollars  is  widely 
expected  if  Western  Europe’s 
foreign  exchange  markets  reopen 
Monday. 

“All  the  attention  on  Bonn  and 
Paris  should  not  blind  us  to  the  fact 
that  Washington  holds  the  key,” 
wrote  Patrick  Hutber,  financial 
editor  of  the  conservative  London 
Sunday  Telegraph.  “The  dollar  and 
gold  are  the  core  of  the  monetary 
system  and  the  Americans,  forced 
into  the  background  through  their 
lame  duck  administration,  cannot 
remain  so  for  long.” 

CONFERENCE 

Hutber  said  close  advisers  of 
President-elect  Richard  M.  Nixon 
are  urgently  advocating  a full  scale 
international  monetary 
conference-on  the  lines  of  Bretton 
Woods  in  1944— to  reform  the 
entire  system. 

Speculation  was  rife  in  London 
as  to  De  Gaulle’s  motives  in 
refusing  to  devalue,  a decision  that 
caught  the  financial  world  by 
surprise. 

Douglas  Jay,  former  president  of 
the  government’s  Board  of  Trade, 
said  De  Gaulle  seems  to  believe  he 
can  stand  on  his  own  against  aU  the 
economic  forces  in  the  West. 

Anthony  Bambridge,  business 
editor  of  the  Sunday  Observer,  put 
in  this  way:  “The  general  seems 
determined  to  bring  the  whole 
monetary  system  crashing  down.  A 
crisis  that  originally  involved  only 
the  franc,  the  mark  and  the  pound 


will  now  drag  in  the  dollar  and, 
most  ominous  of  all,  gold. 

SIMPLE  PLAN 

“The  general’s  plan  looks 
depressingly  simple.  Once  he  had 
devalued  the  franc,  France’s 
influence  in  world  monetary  affairs 
would  have  been  seriously 
weakened. 

“To  get  this,  he  seems  prepared 
to  drag  everyone  under.”  There 
were  su^estions  that  the  most  De 
Gaulle  can  hope  for  is  to  stave  off 
devaluation  of  the  franc  for  a 
limited  time. 

Prime  Minister  Harold  Wilson, 
weekending  in  the  country, 
conferred  by  phone  with 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  Roy 
Jenkins.  Political  sources  said  they 
thrashed  out  the  line  they  will  take 
in  Monday  night’s  vital 
parliamentary  debate  on  an 
opposition  Conservative  motion 
censuring  the  Wilson  government’s 
economic  policies. 

Wilson  has  been  under  a torrent 
of  criticism  for  imposing  a 1 0 per 
cent  increase  in  sales  taxes  as  the 
price  Britain  has  to  pay  in  the 
international  operation  to  save  the 
franc. 


Drilling  Speeds  Effort 
To  Save  78  Miners 


MANNINGTON,  W.  Va.  (AP)  - 
A three-inch,  diamond-hard  drill 
chewed  through  mountain  shale 
Sunday  toward  a fiery 
underground  cavern  where  78  coal 
miners  may  be  trapped. 

The  high-speed  drill  was  eating 
through  rock  and  earth  at  a 15-  to 
20-foot  per  hour  clip. 

The  men  have  been  entombed 
since  early  Wednesday  when  a 
fire-triggering  explosion  thundered 
through  Mountaineer  Coal  Co.  No. 
9 mine  as  the  overnight  shift  was 
about  to  end  its  tour.  Another  21 
men  escaped. 

Once  the  bit  breaks  through  the 
top  of  the  shaft,  rescuers  plan  to 
drop  highly  sensitive  microphones 
and  a buzzer  into  the  passageway. 


The  microphones  “can  picl,q; 
whisper  at  100  feet”  so  thelt 
could  be  heard  if  they  weri  jn 
injured  to  move  and  wereonljfr 
to  talk.  The  buzzer  woui;»v 
activated  from  the  top  to  al3C 
the  men’s  attention. 

A slim  copper  tube  also  wouiJ^ 
pushed  down  the  openingafl 
attached  to  a vacuum  pump  ole 
surface  to  withdraw  air  sanfcs 
from  the  tunnel  to  test  for  d«[x' 
methane  gas  and  carbon  mono.Ji

This  one  will  be  a 
20-inch  device  which  will  sF 
into  action  and  start  boring  b& 
the  smaller  hole.
